CHAPTER VI 

Paragraph 110 Sub-paragraph {1) 
Import of spares for after-sales services. 

This sub-paragraph shall be substituted by the following — 

“110(1). Actual Users (Industrial) will be eligible to get ‘licences calculated 
at 1,5% of the ex-factory value of production or 2% of C.I.F. value of 
imported components, whichever is higher, during the last three financial 
years, for import of spares needed for the purpose of providing warranty 
coverage or after-sales services (whether free of cost or at a price) to their 
customers, subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) The list of items to be imported should be attested by the sponsor¬ 
ing authority. In the case of unit* under the Phased Manufacturing 
programme (PMP), the list should be attested by the authority which 
approved the PMP. In such cases, the authority attesting the list should 
also certify that the imports arc in accordance with the PMP. 



(jj) The items applied for should be those which were imported as 
components at the time of manufacture of the original equipment. A 
declaration to this effect should be furnished by the applicant. 



Applications should be made to the regional licensing authorities concerned, 
accompanied by a certificate from a Chartered or Cost Accountant or 
Company Secretary who is not a partner or a director or an employees of 
the applicant firm for its associate, as to the eligible value. Actual Users 
(Industrial) engaged in the industries listed in Appendix 9 only will be 
eligible to apply for import licence under this sub-paragraph.”

CHAPTER IV 

Import of Car and Vehicles Paragraph 
151(1 KG) Branches/Offlces of Foreign

“(iv) Application for import of a second vehicle may be considered after 
five years from the date of importation of the first vehicle, if the vehicle 
has been sold to the State Trading Corporation of India Limited (SIC).
